1. Indonesian Airways has moved its office to the Tnioresian Embassy in Halpin 
oat. “his was anvarentiy done because the locel Irdonesian Embassy feelg 
obliged to reduce its exvenses by ghar ing tre Fmbassy premises with the 
Indonesian Airways. !t may be recal’ed thet during Dr. Soelarsono's recent 
visit to Rangoon he revremanited the loeal Embassy staff for inordinate official 
exnenses. Another sovree, however, states that Indonesian Airways has shifted 
to the Embassy as it is now retaining only a skeleton staff before it finally 
closes down some tive in the near future.

2. A large consi gmment. of atrereft narts and accessories is reported to have arrived 
in Thailand from the RAF base in Singapore, A fleet of small naval vessels is 
also reported to heve arrived from the Philippines. 


3, Two thousand additional policemen. beve becn called up for duty in the newly 
opened Police Station in the Morth Eastern Provinces of Thailand by the Thai 
authorities, to look after the 50,000 Vietna~ese refugees kept in that area 
and to prevert further infiltration of refugees from Indochina into Thailand.

5, An unecnfirmed report states that an unidentified aircraft dropped arms and 
armunition on three occasions *or the Karen Fatioral Defense Srganization (KNDO) 


at Kvauklyi. Another source says +hat a European aged aout 35 bas recent 
arrived at Zavatevi village in Toungoo District from Lashio to join the ne 
forces in the area. ‘ 
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A report from Toungoo states thaton 21 December 1950 at about 3:00 a.m. one 
unidentified aircraft dropped canved rations including coniensed milk, and 
dried potatoes over Zayotgyi village. Three Euroveans are reported to have 
been air-—dropred in the same village where they were seen mixing with the 
KNDO troops. 


10 January 1951 
The vrice of wolfram has climbed to as high ag 12,00C rupees per ton in Tavoy. 


Rice erowers at Maungdaw prefer to esmugele paddy into Pakietan, where it 
fetches a higher price, than to sell it locally. 


Ansar Yehini is reeruiting followera in Kayu Chaung in Pakistan. These men 
are being armed, given basic training near Kayu Chaung, and ultimately jungle 
training, 


Armed nickets have been posted along the Pakistan bank of the Naaf River, while 
patrol parties are active both day and night in the same area, They are reported 
to be aiding those smugglire vaddy from Burma to Pakistan. 


It is reported from Maungdaw that the Mujahid leader, Boh KASIM, has released a 
munber of persons whom he hed been holding for aiding the government forces. 
The reason for this action is that Boh KASIM is apparently convinced that their 
aid was given under duress. Recently Boh KASIM has become increasingly active, 
threatening to attack Maungdaw, ard forcing 20 youths per village to join his 
band. Wew reervits sre being trained near Myin-hlut by deserters from the 
Pakisten Territorial Force.

The suggestion by the American Consul General at Hong Kong that US citizens 

$n Hong Kong should send their families back to the US has caused considerable 
uneasiness among Indian Merchants jn Rangoon with business connections or 
offices in Hong Kong, Some Indian merchants have instructed their Hong Kong 
branches to curtail business and to divert their capital to India or some 
other safer place, Many anticipate war in the near future, 


Smugglers are finding it both difficult and unprofitable to ship goods from 
Chiang Rai, Thailand to Kengtung, Burma, Recently they have been floating down 
their voods from Chiang Saen (99-00; 18-45) to Nam Hoke village (unloeated) or 
Tele village (9@-11; 17-09) via the Mekong River and ite tributeries, the Nan 
Hoke and the Nam Lin. Smuggling on a large scale, however, is carried on from 
Muang Feng in Thailand from where the goods sre taken to Mong Pang State, 
south of Kengtung, and then finding their way to the Northern Shan States or 
Loilem and Taunegyi either by mule or by truck, 


12 January 1951 


As a result of a recent Increase in the guards on both sides of the Thal~Burma 
border between Mae Sai and Tachilek Thai smugelers have abanloned this section 
and instead are now using the riverine route along the Mekong River to trans- 
port contraband from Chiang Sen across the Burma border to Mong Lin.

17. As @ seeurtty measure Brrmese mtionals employed by the Viet Nam News Service 
(VNNS) in Rangoon are being renlaced by Vietnamese, The services of a Burmese 
typist named Maung KYI MAUNG (aka Maung AUNG MYINT) have been dispensed with axd 
his place has been taken by a Mr. Xom Bum Lotchai (aka Neuyen Van Hong) who 
25X1X recently arrived in Rangoon from Bangkok where he was employed by the VNBS, 


18, On 18 Jammry 1951 Tran Van Luan, the Viet Minh representative in Rangoon, and 
his staf? celebrated the frst anniversary of the establishment of Sino~-Viet 
Minh relations. The Chinese Ambassador to Burma, YAO Chung-ming and his staff 
were the guests of honor at the funetion which was also attended by prominent 
officials of the China Demoeratic League. YAQ Chung-ming stressed the impor- 
tence of cordial Asiatic relations for the maintenance of peace in the Far 
East. 


19. The Viet Nam News Service in Rangoon, whose steff has been augmented by new 
arrivals from Bangkok, will shortly issne two news bulletins weekly instead 
of only one, One of the newly arrived members is known to be Nevyen Theyen, 
Further transfers from Bangkok are expected. 


20, While the question of MANGAL SEIN's continued residence in Burma remained un- 
settled he had made considerable headway in organizational work for the RSS, 
a terrorist organization of Indian origin. Fesides successfully organizing 
several centres, he raised a sum of 1,50C rupees which he plans to send to 
Mr Golwaltar, the head of the RSS in Irvia, 


21. Aecording to a rerort from “kyab the Fakistan forces stationed on Shin-ma=pyu 
Island frequently visited Boh KASIM's camp in Maungdaw and also used to escort 
boats swugeling paddy from “aungdaw to Pakistan for a fee, 


22. A renort from the Thai border states that the current unofficial rate of exchange 
between Burmese and Thai currencies is 100 rupees to 300 bahta. According to 
Teal. traders at Mee Sot the rate of exchange between Indian and Thai currencies 
ig 100 Indian rupees to 250 bahts. 


23. Recently a large number of Pakistani troops are reliably reported to have 
arrived at Chittagong from West Pakistan. Their movements and dispositions 
are being kept secret. 


24, Information has been received that some local Pakistani nationals have managed 
successfully to get Indi@ paseports from the Indian Fmbassy at Rangoon after 
declaring themselves Indian nationals at the Embassy. One such case is that 
of Ziawl Haque, an agent of the Bata Shoe Co., Rangoon who, though a Pakistani 
national, managed to get an Indian pessport. Th's beeame known to the Indian 
Embassy, which cancelled his passport. Haque is reported to be in possession 
of a Pakistan passport, also. 


25. <A renort from Akvab says that owing to the high price of Shan opium in Akyab, 
a let of opium is being smugrled to Al-yab from Rangoon by Chinese boats and 
launches. 


26. M.M. Khin, Nooe Ah Mauk, Kholly Swedah Gaung, Abdul Khalik and Kholly Masada, 
the leaiers of the Maungdaw Jamiat UWlemah recently held a secret meeting at 
the residence of Kholly Swedah Gaung and decided that, since quite a large 
munber of inevrrents have surrendered and the insurgent activities have sub- 
sided as a result of these surrenders, thereby prejudicing the chances of 
attaining a separate “uslim State, attempts should be made to prevent further 
surrenders ani to whip up insurgent activities and force the Union Government 
to declare Maungdew ard Frthidaung areas a sepsrate Muslim State, 
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A reliable re-ort says that in early December 1950 some Mujahids from southern 
Meungdaw crossed to Shin-ma~nyo Tsland in Pakistan where they robbed and 
assaulted villerpers and merehante. They glso removed some boats and sampans from 
the island. 


AR Kaw, a Chinese and his follower KALA MAUG MAUNG, a Burman Muslim from 
Kawkereik, who fled into Thailand when Government forces reoceupled Kawkarelk, 
have been selling arms and ammunition to the insurgents, They are reported 
in Mae Sot where the Thai authorities are trying to deport them. 


Burmese refugees at Mae Sot are worried by a renort that the Thai authorities 
will no. longer permit Burmese citizens to enter or remain in Thailand without 
a passport or other valid travel document, 


Indiangliving in Mandalay are reported to be extremely skeptical of the Govern- 
mentis ability to hdl a General Election in May 1951. They believe that the 
proposed election will again be postponed. 


Some Anglo-Burmans and Anglo—Indians applying for Wireless Operators Proficiency 
certificates remarked on a noticeable 4nerease in Sino ~Burmese and Chinese 
anplicants, They also pelieved that the examination results indicated favori-

that border.

Boh KASIM and his gang fear that the Burmese Government may attack their head- 
quarters at Myinh]ut and have consequently moved to northern Maungdaw with 
their femilies. They have reached an understanding with Boh YAWSHEIR, a local 
bandit. KASTM’a men will now be in a position to take refuge in Pakistan 
should the Goverment attack Mamngdaw, to acquire arms and ennunition for gold 
or smuggled paddy, and to join forces with Boh YAWSHEIK in major operations. 


A report from Akyab states that Bo KYAW TUN and 15 followers recently deserted 
the People's Volunteer Organization and joined Boh KASIM. These men are repor- 
ted to be well trained in the use of 2-inch and 3-inch mortars. As a result 
Boh KASIM has offered high prices for mortars to add to his arsenal, 


Arakanese Communists are reliably reported to be in contact with the Communists 
in Fast Bengal from whom they receive arma, ammunition, and radio sets,

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A renort from Akyab sta'es that Boh KASIM seized a Burman in Pakistan 
territory. 4s a result of this ineident Pakistan officials in Cox's 
Bazaar have warned Boh KASIM that 1f he or his followers cause any further 
trouble in Pakistan they will be shot dead. 


Reeently Boh KASIM has recruited some more men from Teknaf (near Maungdew but 
in Pakisten ) 


About 15,000 Gurkhas from the Kachin State and "ytkyina have applied for 
Burmese eitizenship. 


The Viet fam News Service (VNI'S) is about to print a weekly news bulletin in 
Vietnamese with the title, Viet Nam Thong Tin for distribution in Rangoon and 
abroad, This wvblication will be directed more towards Vietnamese refugees 
in Thafland than those in Burma as the VNNS believes it important to keep 
these refugees informed of developments in the struggle between the Viet Minh 
forees and the French. 


Te Burmah O11 Company is vlanning to move its heavy ecuipment from the Syriam 
refinery to Chauk as it rapes te resume operations at Chauk in the near future. 
Cheuk will be the main refinine center while Syriam will be used principally 
for its storage facilities. 


In order to expedite the arrival of var materiel in Bangkok which is being 
shipnad in ever increasing quantities, the Thai Government is dredging the 
mouth of the Chao Phya River to enable large occan-going steamers to reach 
Bangkok, At present this is only possible for medium sized ships.
